The tech- 
nic of local anaesthesia to be employed in various types of operations 
is described in detail and it is held that the evidence is sufficient 
to incicate that the local method has definite advantages over the 
general method of anaesthesia.

It is considered almost 
certain that gambiae crossed from pakar to Natal in a French destroy- 
er in the winter of 1929 ami spread from there by infiltration to the 
south. In the campaign against gambiae Paris green and pyretirum soray 
insecticide were used on both larval and alult forms and the invasion 
was checked ani the mosquito eradicated from its known infested area 
in less than two years.
